GERMANY WANTS 
TO JOIN LEAGUE 


Will Make An Effort In Near 
Future, The Cabinet 
nounces 


BERLIN, Sept. 23.— Germany 
will in the near future make an ef- 
fort to enter the League of Nations 
on an equal footing with the great 
powers, it was officially announced 
today in a communique issued at 
the close of a cabinet meeting. The 
statement said: 

“The government's standpoint in 
this respect is prompted by consid- 
eration that the questions dealt with 
by the League of Nations, especially 
the protection of minorities and the 
paramount question of the safety 
end peaceful cooperation of the na- 
tions, can he solved satisfactorily 
only with Germany's collaboration, 

“Germany's collaboration could, 
ef course, be only that of a great 
power on equal footing with other 
great nations.”

Nations Stirred By Her De- 
cision To Become Member

GENEVA, Sept. 283—Germany 
held the centre of the stage in 
Geneva tonight and held it 
dramatically. The members of 
the Council of the League of Na- 
tions and scores of other distin- 
guished delegates formed little 
groups in the corridors of ‘the 
League palace and discussed the 
big news from Berlin that the 
German cabinet had unanimous- 
ly voted to apply for member-

correspondents talked. The prevail- 
ing view was that the explanatory 
note issued by Berlin was chiefly in- 
tended for home consumption and as 
a sop to the nationalists, who are 
said to be fearful that Germany will 
be made to suffer new humiliations. 
There seems to be no desire whats 
ever here to humiliate Germany, but 
on the contrary practically everybody 
tonight was voicing deep satisfacti »n 
over Berlin's decision, coupled with 
words of hearty welcome.
